REPORT OF THE MILLBURY BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
Fiscal Year — July 1, 2003 through June 30, 2004 


The Board of Selectmen were called upon to take an active hands-on role during this 
fiscal year. When a change in management occurred at the end of 2003, the Board 
appointed Police Chief Richard Handfield as “Interim Town Manager”. Chief Handfield 
did an outstanding job in administering the day-to-day functions of town government 
while continuing to perform his duties as chief of the Millbury Police Department. The 
Selectmen extend appreciation to Chief Handfield for his long hours and diligence in 
working closely with the Board of Selectmen, and to town hall staff, town boards and 
commissions for their cooperation in preparing a fiscally conservative and sound town 
operating budget for 2003-2004. 


Of financial importance to the town - Standard and Poore’s upgraded the Town’s bond 
rating from A to A+. They noted that Millbury’s financial performance has been 
consistently solid. 


A number of town wide projects were initiated and many were completed. The Town 
completed Phase I of a federal and state mandated stormwater management program. 
West Main and Greenwood Streets were paved. The Riverlin Street and Water Street 
bridge re-construction projects were completed in September 2003. On April 8, 2004 a 
ceremony was held at the entrance to Central Cemetery dedicating the Water Street 
Bridge as the “Edward A. Plante Memorial Bridge”. 


The people and businesses of Millbury are to be commended on their patience and 
understanding during the traffic inconvenience caused by this major road construction in 
order to tie-in Millbury’s sewer line to the Upper Blackstone Wastewater Treatment 
plant. 


Two unforeseen events occurred this past year that could have had a serious affect on the 
well being of Millbury citizens. Aquarion Water Company shut down two wells due to a 
high level of perchlorate found in the drinking water. A second event was the spillage of 
partially treated sewage into the Blackstone River caused by a power failure at the Upper 
Blackstone Wastewater Treatment Facility. The Board of Selectmen restate their 
commitment to continue monitoring and updating its citizens on the treatment of the 
wells that supply drinking water to Millbury residents; and, to remain vigilant and fully 
informed of actions being taken by the Upper Blackstone Valley Wastewater Treatment 
Facility and the DEP to protect the environment and to prevent future incidents of this 
magnitude. 


On June 25, 2004 along with other Blackstone River Valley National Heritage Corridor 
communities, the Town of Millbury became a recipient of the “Preserve America Award’’ 
“Preserve America” is a First Lady Laura Bush initiative that provides federal support for 
local efforts to preserve open space and historic structures while preserving local heritage 
for future generations. Chairman Plante and Vice Chairman D’ Auteuil accepted the 
award on behalf of the town from Lynn Scarlett, Assistant Secretary of the Interior. 
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The Town of Millbury is also the first town to become the recipient of two Cornerstone 
Awards in one year: 1) the Millbury Federal Credit Union for its expansion project; 
and, 2) W.S. Development for the construction of The Shoppes at Blackstone Valley. 


During fiscal 2003-04 the Board of Selectmen signed a Lease Agreement with the 
Millbury Savings Bank to create a soccer field on bank owned land. In addition, the 
Millbury Savings Bank matched town funding with a monetary gift. 


The Board on behalf of the voters of Millbury accepted the conveyance of land from 
Aquarion Water Company, located at the intersection of Millbury Avenue and Howe 
Avenue, as a veteran’s memorial site to be known as “Armand H. Proulx Square” in 
memory of Corporal Proulx who gave his life in the service of his country in Korea. 


The Board of Selectmen would like to take this opportunity to acknowledge the new 
businesses that became a part of the Millbury community: The Shoppes at Blackstone 
Valley, Country Candle, FIBA Technologies, X-tramart/Dunkin Donuts, Cordis Mills 
and Brierly Pond. 


The Board wishes to acknowledge the establishment of a Millbury Free Health Program 
at the McGrath School on Elm Street. This clinic is sponsored and operated entirely by 
volunteers and grant funds. In other areas of civic and community needs we find that our 
local businesses, organizations and residents have been there to give not only monetary 
support but many hours of volunteer time. To all of you — the Board says “thank you 
good neighbors!” 


The Annual Town Election was held on April 27, 2004. Joseph F. Coggans, Jr. was re- 
elected to a third consecutive term and Michael O. Moore was re-elected to a second 
consecutive term. At the May 4, 2004 regular selectmen’s meeting board members 
unanimously voted to re-elect E. Bernard Plante chairman, George A. D’ Auteuil vice- 
chairman and Joseph F. Coggans, Jr. clerk.

APPROVAL NOT REQUIRED PLANS 


There were seventeen plans filed under Chapter 41, Section 81P of the General Laws, 
Approval-Not-Required, during Fiscal Year 2004. These plans represent perimeter surveys, 
division of land with adequate frontage on public streets as required by the Millbury Zoning 
Bylaws, easement descriptions, or additions to existing lots. A total of 23 new lots were 
created through this process. 


SPECIAL PERMITS 


There are numerous situations and proposals that require a Special Permit, a process in which 
the Planning Board is charged to make a decision whether a particular situation should be 
allowed to occur. The town’s zoning bylaw lists the criteria for making these decisions, 
based on the Board’s analysis of extensive technical and public input. Below is a summary 
of the various special permits applied for during the fiscal year, and the Board’s decisions: 


Site Plan Review: There were two applications filed under this section of the Zoning Bylaw 
which were approved by the Board: Millbury Savings Bank, 109 Elm Street, to renovate 
and expand the existing building; and John K. DiRenzo, Jr., 139 Worcester-Providence Pike, 
to construct a 4800 sf building to relocate a towing business. In addition, there was one 
modification to a site plan review special permit previously issued by the Planning Board

which was approved: The Shoppes At Blackstone, for additional parking at the north end of 
the site. 


Multi-Family Special Permits: There were five applications filed under this section of the 
Zoning Bylaw, creating a total of five additional dwelling units. Three applications were 
approved, with conditions. Two applications were withdrawn. 


Sign Special Permit: There were two applications filed for Sign Special Permit: FIBA 
Technologies, property located on Grafton Road, and Granger-Lynch, property located on 
McCracken Road. Both applications were approved. 


Wireless Communications Facility Special Permit: There were two applications filed under this 
section of the Zoning Bylaw: Millbury Public Schools, Shaw Elementary School, Elmwood Street, 
and Aquarion Water Company, Millbury Avenue. Both applications were approved. 


SUBDIVISIONS 


There were three new subdivisions approved by the Planning Board: Overlook Estates, a 23 
lot, single family subdivision, off of Overlook Avenue; Jessica J. Ext., a 28 lot, single family 
subdivision off of Jessica J. Drive; and Moroski Estates, an 8 lot, single family subdivision, 
off of Carleton Road. 


In addition, there was one senior living, open space community approved by the Board in FY 
04: Stratford Village, a 49 unit condominium project located off of Burbank Street. 


There are six additional subdivision proposals currently pending before the Planning Board. 


CURRENT ISSUES 


During FY 04, a great deal of time and energy was devoted to the Open Space Community 
application filed by Golfview Country Club, LP. This special permit application is for a 112 
unit condominium project to be constructed on approximately 118 acres of land located off of 
Park Hill Avenue (Clearview Country Club). Golfview proposes to convey the open space 
and the golf course to the Town of Millbury. This proposal is currently under review by the 
Planning Board. 


Development of an updated, computer-mapping system of town-wide data, implementation 


of the Master Plan, and protection of our natural and built resources will continue to be the 
Board’s primary focal points.

The Millbury Planning Board holds its regular meetings on the second and fourth Mondays 
of each month. These meetings are now televised on local access channel 13. Concerned 
citizens are invited to attend and anyone wishing to meet with the Board should call the 
Planning Department at the Municipal Office Building to make arrangements.

The goal of the Board of Health is to provide adequate services that are needed and to promote health and safety 
to all residents and businesses in the Town of Millbury. 


The Board of Health has aggressively investigated more than 157 complaints. 


Further, the Board of Health is also involved in attending seminars and classes for 
Emergency Preparedness, so residents (through the Board of Health), will be able to receive 
medicines, emergency medical services, and other services, in conjunction with the Federal 
and State Governments and other Town Offices, in the event of a Terrorist Attack.

Street. We are in our 3/* year serving those 60 years and older. 


The days and hours of operation are as follows: Monday through Friday 8:00 A.M. to 4:00 
P.M., and Wednesday evening from 6:00 P.M. to 9:00 P.M. The Town’s elder population is 
2,672. 


The following programs and services are being offered: 


Intergenerational Programs (Helping Hands, M.O.V.E. Program), Socialization, Information, 
Referral and Client Advocacy, Fuel Assistance Program, Legal Aid, AARP Free Tax 
Program, Periodical Informational/Educational Programs, Friendly Visitors Program, 
Evening Activities, and I.D. Cards for Senior Citizens. 


Nutrition Program: Through a grant from the Age Center of Worcester, we provide a hot 
lunch program at the Senior Center, Monday thru Friday at 12 noon, a daily Meals on 
Program. This past year we provided a total of 10,332 congregate meals and /2,535 home 
delivered meals. 


Our health services include: Podiatrist Clinic, Health Education Clinic, 
Hearing Aid Clinic; Osteoporosis Forums, Flu Shot Clinic, along with our weekly Stay Well 


Clinic, Exercise Classes are also offered. 


Social Activities; There are many social activities that the Council on Aging provides: Cards, 
bingo, crafts, walking club, sing-a-long, whist, craft store, yoga, movies, and line dancing. 
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Report of Council on Aging (Continued) 


We also provide day and over night trips, and other miscellaneous activities that take place 
away from the Center. 


Exercise class, also we provide Tai Chi, and birthday parties. Summer concerts are provided 
in the garden, and are co-sponsored with the Millbury Cultural Council. We also work with 
the Blackstone Valley Tourism Council to encourage more events such as the “Chain of 
Lights’. Our evening activities and weekend events are extremely successful and gives the 
younger elder population some wonderful things to do and to keep them active. 


Transportation: The Council on Aging runs five (5) vehicles. During the past year we 
provided 20,52] one way rides to the elderly and handicapped of Millbury. Our service also, 
provides rides for all ADA Clients, (Americans with Disabilities). 


Grants Received: The Council on Aging was successful in obtaining four (4) grants, this past 
year. They were $12,670.00 from the Executive Office of Elder Affairs for program services 
for year 2004 at the Senior Center, $22,000.00 for a Tourism Grant, $58,000.00 for a 
replacement vehicle from the Executive Office of Transportation and Construction, $450.00 
for Summer Concerts from the Cultural Council. Through the efforts of our Friends of the 
Millbury Seniors, we were able to do the needed work and up keep projects for the building. 
They also provide the funding for the upkeep of the Victorian Garden. 


To the staff: A sincere thanks for doing outstanding jobs and implementing the programs and 
services at the Senior Center. Special thanks to all the wonderful volunteers who do an 
outstanding job at a whole variety of different things, we are /03 strong.

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REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON DISABILITY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the citizens of the Town of Millbury: 


We hereby submit the Annual Report of the Commission on Disability for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 2004. 


At the 2001 Annual Town Meeting, the Millbury Commission on Disability was established 
under Massachusetts General Law Chapter 40 §8J. The purpose of the Commission on 
Disability is to serve as an advisory board to the Town of Millbury on issues of equal access 
for individuals with disabilities. 


The Commission on Disability is here to provide information, referral, coordination and 
technical assistance to public and private entities interested in providing equal access to 
persons with disabilities. We are here to address any concerns of Millbury residents with 
disabilities and will work in conjunction with all town departments, agencies and clubs to 
address their issues and needs. 


In early January of 2004, the Town of Millbury applied for a Community Development 
Block Grant (CDBG). This grant application was made possible through the outstanding 
efforts of Interim Town Manager Richard Handfield and Cynthia Burr of the Millbury 
Improvement Initiative with input provided by the Commission on Disability. 


If the Town of Millbury had been awarded the grant, it would have been used to conduct an 
Americans with Disabilities Act (ADA) Self Evaluation in town to identify access issues in 
the town’s programs and services. Access issues of the town’s programs and services 
identified through the Self Evaluation would have then been written into a Transition Plan 
with timelines for completion of the necessary modifications. However the grant was denied 
by the Department of Housing and Community Development. 


The ADA requires that state and local governments with 50 or more employees conduct a 
Self Evaluation by January 26, 1993. Structural changes identified in the Transition Plan 
needed to be completed by January 26, 1995. Seeing that the Town of Millbury is quite late 
in this federal mandate, it is one of the Commissions’ top priorities to get this done. 


The Commission members have been meeting with Town Manager Pau! Guida who has 
experience with self-evaluations in his past positions. We are in the process of getting 
proposals from various ADA access consultants. These proposals will enable us to know 
how much funding we will need to secure from this years capital improvement budget. We 
are confident that the final cost to conduct the self-evaluation and create the subsequent 
transition plan will be substantially less than our original CDBG request of $50,000.00. We

feel that this is a very reasonable price to ensure equal access for all of the citizens of 
Millbury. 


The Commission usually meets in the Millbury Town Hall on the second Tuesday of the 
month at 6:00 p.m. However, dates, times and locations are subject to change, so check out 
the meeting postings at the Town Hall if you’re interested in attending. Our meetings are 
open to the public.

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REPORT OF THE ASA WATERS MANSION TASK FORCE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Millbury: 


We hereby submit our Annual Report for the fiscal year of July 1, 2003 through June 30, 
2004. 


The Asa Waters Task Force continues in its efforts to preserve the Asa Waters Mansion. We 
are pleased that Millbury Community Service Organizations continue to utilize this historic 
estate over fifty percent of the time, free of charge. Revenue for the Town is generated 
through private rentals for wedding ceremonies and receptions, business meetings, 
anniversary parties, showers, class reunions and family reunions. All rental revenue produced 
by the Mansion is channeled to the Town of Millbury, and the Task Force is pleased that the 
increased revenue generated by the Mansion now exceeds the annual operating budget we 
receive from the Town. 


Sandy Cristo continued on as Chairperson, while Armand White was voted Vice 
Chairperson. Task Force Member Cherise Edmond, no longer able to attend meetings, was 
replaced with Alternate Member Jeff Dore. We thank Cherise for all her input and effort, 
especially her singing ability which entertained many visitors at our Christmas festival. 


The number of visitors to the Mansion continued to increase as the Mansion was once again 
featured in many local newspapers and periodicals. Our part-time Director, Catherine Elliott, 
was voted to the eight-member Tourism Steering Committee for the Blackstone River 
Valley. She continues to be an active member of the Blackstone Valley Chamber of 
Commerce and the Central Massachusetts Convention Bureau. Catherine has worked with 
local Chambers of Commerce to develop group tour packages so that visitors to the 
Blackstone Valley are channeled to the Mansion and other historical sites when vacationing 
in this area. During this fiscal year, the Mansion was the selected venue for numerous 
cultural and educational events such as art shows and antiques exhibits. Massachusetts 
Historical Arms Organization met at the Mansion in the spring and showcased an 
unprecedented collection of over one hundred Asa Waters pistols and muskets, all made at 
the Waters armory in the 1800’s. Catherine has developed opportunities for guests to now 
enjoy the Mansion through the creation of tours, Afternoon Teas, and various special 
exhibits. Plans are in place to pursue a fulltime director’s position to handle the increased 
revenue, activity, and demands of the Mansion. 


Many repairs and upgrades were made to the Mansion funded from the Repair and 
Maintenance warrant article. A children’s room on the second story was refurbished and is 
being filled with donations of old toys and antique furnishings. A room was also refurbished 
as Mrs. Waters’ sitting room. Once again, the Sheriff Department’s Community Service 
workforce assisted us with the refurbishment of these rooms. 


Outside improvements continued as well. The bulkhead doors were rebuilt and painted by 
Jeff Dore. The windows in the ell have all been repaired and re-glazed, with historical locks

installed. The garage was scraped, primed, and repainted, and the four Corinthian columns on 
the east portico were cleaned, primed, and painted. Some of the bird netting was removed 
from the decorative scrollwork at the top of the columns. Gutters were repaired, and a larger 
downspout added to improve water drainage. The Friends of the Asa Waters Mansion 
funded the procurement and installation of an underground irrigation system for the lawn. 


The Task Force was able to assist the Town with the final fees on the oil cleanup in the 
cellar. Two thousand dollars was used from our Repair and Maintenance Warrant article. The 
cellar floor was cemented which was the final step required to close this issue. 


The Lange family donated a lovely oil painting in memory of Jesse Lange. This beautiful 
painting, which portrays the Asa Waters Manson at night, was done by local artist Michael 
Grave, and now graces the Rose Room. 


Events sponsored by the Friends of the Asa Waters Mansion included the Asa Waters Annual 
Christmas Festival held in conjunction with the Chain of Lights Celebration. An evening 
with Daniel Webster was held in November, and in June a Lewis and Clark Day was held 
with a special visit from “President Thomas Jefferson” to commemorate the 200" 
anniversary of the Lewis and Clark Expedition. 


Dolores White, President of the Friends of the Asa Waters Mansion, coordinates 
bereavement receptions which are staffed by volunteers within the community. Over the past 
year we were fortunate to have additional volunteers join the Bereavement Committee 
Volunteer List to assist with the many bereavement receptions held at the Mansion. 


The Asa Waters Task Force and the Friends of the Asa Waters Mansion collectively work 
together to keep the mansion a treasure for the Town of Millbury. We thank the citizens and 
business community for their continued support of our endeavor in “watching an old building 
with care.”

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Board of Trustees and the Acting Director of the Millbury Public Library are pleased to 
submit the following report. 


Last year we began our report by welcoming Paul Anderson to our board. This year we sadly 
say thanks and good-bye to Paul. Paul died unexpectedly on September 10, 2004 and left 
many friends and citizens of Millbury with a void in their lives. Sharon Anderson, his wife, 
was voted jointly by the Trustees and the Selectmen to take his seat on the Board until the 
April Town election. Bob Myrick was elected to the Board in the April election. Bob is not 
new to the library scene since he was a great contributor to the Library Building Committee 
for many years. 


Elizabeth Valero, our Children's Librarian/Acting Director, has revitalized the children's 
programs. Numbers of participation are on the increase and interest and enthusiasm is 
strong. 


The Children’s Room had a very active year. We started the year celebrating Chinese New 
Years with food and crafts. Audubon Ark, a program of the New England Audubon Society, 
visited during February vacation. Audubon staff brought a skunk, a hawk, and a turtle. The 
children enjoyed learning how these creatures survive in the winter. Hearts were the crafts 
for Valentine’s Day, and pinwheels for March. During the April school vacation we showed 
a movie and hosted a story and craft program. We celebrated Cinco-de-Mayo with Mexican 
foods and learned all about the Mexican holiday. 


The Children’s Room sponsored a full summer of events. Mr. Kim, a performer, entertained 
the toddlers on May 19. This event was sponsored by Beginning Years Children’s Network. 
The summer reading program kicked off at the end of May with a concert by Roger 
Tincknell. Performers came every Tuesday night in the month of July to entertain the 
patrons, thanks to the financial support of Friends of the Millbury Public Library. Every 
week we either offered an in-house craft program or ceramic painting and Origami, which 
were Well received. The Library Barbeque and make-your-own-sundaes followed the Magic 
Show. 


In October the Children’s Room hosted a Halloween party with stories and crafts. November 
brought Thanksgiving with an assortment of crafts. The popular craft was a laminated 
placemat, using the Library’s laminator. December brought a great holiday party with 
cookies and juice plus crafts to fit the season. 


The numbers of patrons that attend the programs for FY04 is increasing every month. The 


total number of patrons was 2,161 for 127 programs. Our story times are very popular 20 to 
30 patrons just in the 3, 4, and 5 year olds. 
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Report of the Public Library (Continued) 


The Millbury Public Library will be a full member of CW/MARS (Central/Western 
Massachusetts Automated Resource Sharing System) in April. The funds needed to join 
were obtained from a grant from the Board of Library Commissioners and earned from the 
grand opening of Barnes & Noble in the Shoppes at Blackstone Valley. This system will 
provide a better accounting of our card holding library members, renewal and availability of 
books and use of reference materials. 


Circulation is on the increase. Circulation for FY04 was 64,982 as compared to 61,889 in 
FY0Q3. There are 7,000 resident adults and 2,994 resident juveniles holding Millbury Library 
cards and another 2,893 nonresident adults and 1,011 nonresident juveniles holding our 
cards. The meeting room is constantly in use and serves as a great area for the Friends 
activities and fundraisers. Our business community has been generous in their utilization of 
this room. 


Our staff still provides patrons with the latest best sellers and will obtain most books 
requested, as soon as possible, particularly through Inter-Library Loan. 


With Mr. Perlow on leave, Elizabeth Valero has ably been our Acting Director. Liz and her 
staff have revitalized the library and its appeal to our Town folk. Our participation in the 
Chain of Lights was well received by the many visitors to the Library that afternoon. 


Thank you, Paul for being a Trustee and friend of our Millbury Public Library. May you rest 
in peace.

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REPORT OF THE MILLBURY HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Millbury Housing Authority hereby presents the annual report for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 2004. 


CHAPTER 200-1 


The Chapter 200-1 Program consists of twenty-five Cape Cod houses located on Memorial 
Drive. These houses were originally built to house veterans after World War II. While 
veterans are given a preference under this program, the units also provide safe, decent, 
sanitary housing at affordable rents for families of low income regardless of veteran status. 
The units continue to be completely occupied. 


The Housing Authority pays a designated fee “in lieu of taxes” on these properties and pays 
the ongoing rate designated for sewer usage. 


CHAPTER 705 


The Housing Authority currently houses twelve low-income families under this program. 
Five of the scattered site properties owned by the Housing Authority house six of the families 
and another six families are housed in a three duplex site located on Burbank Street. These 
units also continue to be completely occupied. 


The Housing Authority pays sewerage use and real estate taxes on all of its 705 properties. 


MRVP PROGRAM 


At the end of September 2004 there were two individuals or families participating in the 
Massachusetts Rental Voucher Program. Participants in this program are entitled to a fixed 
voucher payment, made directly to their landlord. The voucher payment is based on the 
household size, income, composition and the geographical location of the rental unit. These 
vouchers continue to be mobile allowing participants to use the vouchers anywhere in the 
State. 


A Transitional House provides the necessary training for older adolescent girls to live 
independently. The Housing Authority has a contract with YOU, INC. to provide this 
training. The house can accommodate up to four girls. A subsidy under the Massachusetts 
Rental Voucher Program (MRVP) from the Department of Housing and Community 
Development provides the necessary funding. 
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Report of the Housing Authority (Continued) 


CHAPTER 667-C 


This program is made up of one hundred forty-six units of low income housing for the 
elderly and handicapped. Thirty-two of the units are located on Pearl Street, sixty units are 
located on Colonial Drive and another fifty- four units are located at 95 Elm Street. All units 
continue to be fully occupied. 


CHAPTER 667-4 


The Chapter 667-4, Congregate Housing Program, located on Colonial Drive, consists of five 
apartments with a total of twenty-three bedrooms. This program is designed to provide 
affordable housing together with supportive social and health services to help individuals 
maintain independent living and prevent early and unnecessary rest home or nursing home 
placement. It provides companionship yet offers privacy to its participants. At the end of 
September 2004 there were twenty residents living in the Congregate facility. 


A separate application must be filed for this program. Applicants must first meet the same 
financial and age requirements as our conventional housing programs to be eligible. For 
application or program information, call the Millbury Housing Authority at 508-865-2660 or 
Lisa Bennes, Congregate Coordinator, at 508-865-2960. 


The Millbury Housing Authority continues to act as sponsor for the Congregate Housing 
Program under a grant from the Executive Office of Elder Affairs. 


Also located in the Congregate Building on Colonial Drive is the Adult Day Health Care 
Center. This program provides assistance on a daily basis, including meals, recreation, 
socialization, personal care and medication management for frail elders and disabled 
individuals. Janet Clawson, RN, directs the program, which is managed by the Auburn 
District Nursing Association, Inc. 


MAINTENANCE 


Our maintenance program involves maintenance of forty-four buildings that include one 
hundred eighty-nine apartments. Common areas, grounds, and parking lots in our elderly 
developments are maintained by the Housing Authority’s maintenance personnel. Families 
in single or duplex housing units maintain their own grounds. 


Our maintenance staff consists of four full-time positions: Andrew Waszkiewicz, Head of 
Maintenance, Allen Marcell, Thomas Austin, and David Perkins, all Maintenance Mechanics 
1. The dedication and excellent work performance of our maintenance department is 
reflected in the condition of the Housing Authority’s properties. 
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Report of the Housing Authority (Continued) 


ADMINISTRATION 
Management and maintenance of all Housing Authority programs and properties is 
administered by the Executive Director and approved by the Board of Directors. Office 
hours are 8:30 A.M. to 4:00 P.M. Monday through Friday. 
The administrative staff consists of one (1) part-time office clerk, Linda Vernon, and (3) full- 
time employees, Secretary/Clerk, Judith Flynn, Congregate/Service Coordinator, Lisa 
Bennes, and Executive Director, Janet L. Cassidy.

This report covers a twelve-month period, July 2003 through June 2004.

Guard Changes: 


This fiscal year again saw no changes in membership. In the course of a year, not all our 
work is done in meetings. We will do research, spend hours at Planning Board hearings and 
Zoning Board Hearings, meet with project proponents, and consult with state and federal 
officials. 


Planning and outreach activities: 


We were only moderately busy this year: we are still basking in the earlier successes of two 
projects that have taken time and effort to come to fruition: the Hull House on Greenwood 
Street and the renovation of the Cordis Mill for medical offices and housing. Remarkably, 
after such a flurry of activity in prior years, there were no cell tower applications before the 
Planning Board this year. 

Rt. 146 /MA Turnpike: The MA Turnpike Authority (MTA ) completed the sale of the 
Elias Hull Farmhouse to the proprietor of Gina’s Antiques in this fiscal year. Anyone driving 
by this structurally sound 1830's Greenwood Street farmhouse will note its progress toward 
renovation. We expect to see it open for business in the near future. The building will be 
preserved, placed back on the tax roles, and become the new home to a Millbury business. 


Cordis/Windle Mill Renovation to Offices and Housing: Again this year, all we can say is 
“Wow!!” This project, the embodiment of our Master Plan, is an outstanding example of 
historic preservation at its best. The developer, R.H. White Development Corporation of 
Auburn, completed the mill for occupancy this year. We urge all Millbury residents to stop 
by for a tour of the building. 


Addition to the Millbury Federal Credit Union: We reviewed the plans for this major 
expansion project and found the project to be a brilliant example of how to integrate new 
construction within an existing neighborhood of many historic structures. The new structure, 
being built around the existing one, is reminiscent of the old Town Hall. It takes elements of 
classic architecture (gables, arches, clock towers, etc.) and uses modern design and 
construction to produce a building that will provide the Credit Union with the space they 
need well into the future. 
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Report of the Millbury Historical Commission (Continued) 


Millbury Branch Bikepath: We suggested in 1988 that this abandoned rail corridor that had 
reverted to Commonwealth of Massachusetts control in the 1970’s or early 1980’s, could 
eventually serve as a bike/walking trail. The Open Space Committee, an arm of the Planning 
Board, continues to lobby for this trail. Negotiations with the Commonwealth for the Town 
to gain control of this right of way seem to have stalled. We are optimistic that the blockage 
will be resolved and that this trail will soon become a reality! 


Educational and Grant Activities: 


“Thomas Jefferson’s Visit to the Asa Waters Mansion”: We applaud the efforts of the 
Waters Mansion Task Force, supported by a host of community groups and the Millbury 
High School History Club, under the guidance of Roger Desrosiers, to bring “The Lewis and 
Clark 200™ Anniversary” to town in early June. 


Blackstone River Valley National Heritage Corridor Commission: along with the 
Blackstone Canal Conservancy, the Millbury Historical Society, the Worcester Historical 
Museum, and many groups along the Blackstone Canal route, we celebrated the 175" 
anniversary of the opening of the Canal with a “ringing of the bells”. 


Grants: We had no grant activity this year. 


Asa Waters Mansion: 


We continue to provide counsel to the Asa Waters Mansion Task Force when asked and 
support wholeheartedly their historic landscape plan. 

As always, we wish to thank Phil Day, the Municipal Office Building Custodian, for his 
continued maintenance to the lawns and woods around the Asa Waters Mansion and the 
Town Hall. 


Wrap-up: 

We meet the second Monday of the month at 7:00 p.m. in the Waters Mansion and invite 
interested townspeople to join us. We have three vacancies: if you are interested in an 
appointment to the Commission, please contact any of us, any member of the Board of 
Selectmen, or the Town Manager.

REVENUE 


Money collected from permits, fees, and inspections totaled $13,439.40 for the period of July 1, 
2003 to June 30, 2004. This includes $2,400 collected in fees for services rendered on the 
Massachusetts Turnpike, and $100 for violations of the False Fire Alarm Policy. All funds 
collected are turned in monthly to the Treasurer’s Office. 


DEPARTMENT TRAINING 


Asst. Chief Matthew Belsito is the Fire Department’s training officer. His duties include 
preparing the annual training schedule for the entire department. There were 49 training 
sessions conducted this year, including several mutual aid training drills. Other training 
included: AED training, attack and supply, pump operations, haz-mat awareness, ice rescue, 
water rescue, gas school, accountability procedures, foam operations, water shuttle, ground 
ladder operations, Rapid Intervention Team training, and confined space rescue. 


The training program is a part of the fire department that is never ending. We can never be over- 
trained or too prepared. With on-going training, we will be as well trained and prepared as 
possible for whatever situation comes to us. 


The Fire Department had one recruit who attended the District 7 recruit training program. 


Jeffrey O’Brien graduated from this program on March 31, 2004. Jeff was appointed as a regular 
member of the fire department on April 1, 2004 and assigned to Headquarters’ company.

All the divisions in the Public Works Department are to be commended for their can do 
attitude, spirit of cooperation and participation. Projects have been completed in a timely, 
efficient manner as has the routine maintenance performed by all. 


Engineering work has continued on the two 319 Grants for Lake Singletary and Dorothy 
Pond. Actual construction on these projects will begin late spring of 2005. The major goal of 
all the Divisions is to provide timely, cost effective services. 


HIGHWAY DIVISION 


The seasonal work of cleaning catch basins and culverts, sweeping, roadside mowing and 
patching were performed on all Town roads. 30 catch basins were repaired as required. Open 
gutters on Park Hill Ave., Stowe Rd., Oak Pond Ave., South Oxford Rd., Davis Rd., Auburn 
Rd., Greenwood St., Tainter Hill, McCracken Rd., Stone Rd., West Main St., Sunset Dr. and 
Singletary Rd were cleaned as required. 


Central Massachusetts Mosquito Control 
Numerous wet areas around town were treated for mosquito larvae. With the increase in 


reported cases of Nile and Eastern Encephalitis in the State many of you took advantage of 
having your property sprayed at night. Other waterway projects are anticipated for next 
season. 


Bridge Replacement 
The Riverlin Street Bridge is near completion and the Waters Street Bridge is open. The new 


design features a 34 - foot deck and sidewalk. The bridge was dedicated to Mr. Edward A. 
Plante, a 19 - year member of the cemetery commission. 


Line Painting 

All major roads were double yellow stripped. Parking spaces were painted in the following: 
Center, municipal lots (Library and Center), senior center and the Office building. All cross 
walks were repainted. 


Waste Oil Heater 
To date 35,000 gallons of waste oil has been burned for heat. 


Snow and Ice 


Prompt attention is given to all roads during a storm. Many of you have asked what the milk 
colored tanks are on the highway trucks. These tanks hold a solution of liquid calcium, which 
is sprayed directly on the material as it is being spread. This helps the salt to generate heat to 
melt snow and ice quicker and at much lower temperatures. The liquid calcium has an 
additive added to reduce corrosion. After a major storm snow is removed from the main 
roads in the center to provide parking and safe road widths. All sidewalks are also plowed or 
snow blown throughout the Town. 
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Highway Division (Continued) 


Other Projects 


The Highway Division also mows the Johnston Property, Butler Farm, Dorothy Pond 
Recreation Area and the Transfer Station. 


Johnston Property — In addition to mowing, some 12 tons of rubbish, mostly metals, where 
removed and recycled. An additional 150 tires were also removed. This property is tax title 
land that the Town is responsible to clean. 


Butler Farm — The Boy Scouts have cleared two good walking trails that are fairly easy to 
walk and afford beautiful views of Lake Singletary and the surrounding terrain. The Butler 
Farm is located on Singletary Road as you approach the Town Line. 


Dorothy Pond Recreation Area- Located on Riverlin Street, there are four picnic tables for 
the publics use as well as trails that have been cleared by the Boy Scouts. Access to the old 
rail bed is also here as this is a good walking trail many take advantage of. 


Savings Bank Soccer Field — this was completed with help from the Parks division. Some 
1000 yards of loam was screened and the field was roughed out, to be completed later in the 
fall. The loam for this project came from the 15,000 yds. that were donated to the Town by 
the shoppes. 


Roadside stumps — To assist the Tree Warden, the Highway Division helps remove dead or 


diseased trees. After that the stumps that are left are ground to below ground level and 
loamed and seeded over.

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REPORT OF THE SEWER COMMISSIONERS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of Millbury, we 
respectfully submit our Annual Town Report for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2004. 


Accomplishments of the Commissioners during this fiscal year were: 


1. In the year ending June 30, 2004, we issued 64 sewer connection permits. This brings 
93% of the accessible properties on line. The total miles of sewer lines are approximately 
forty-eight (48) miles. 


2. Meeting of exceeding the National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) 
permit issued by the United States Environmental Protection Agency and the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection Division of Water Pollution Control. This permit 
expired September 30, 2004. 


3. Received an average flow of 7.35% from the Town of Sutton which based on their share of 
the eligible part of the budget, is $66,000. 


4. The Massachusetts Department of Revenue, Division of Local Services informed the 
Board that as of July 1, 2004, the amount of available fund or free cash in the Sewer 
Enterprise Fund is $1,300,000. These retained earning can be used for future capital 
expenditures and for further expansion the system. 


5. Earth Tech has completed the design phase for a gravity sanitary system for the Lower 
Greenwood Street area. The commission will be soliciting construction bids later in 2004. 


6. Earth Tech is presently design a sanitary system for the Laurel Heights /Singletary areas 
of Town. It is estimated that this design will be completed early 2005. 


7. Construction of the Upper Blackstone connection is on going and is expected to be 
completed by the end of 2004. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 


The Wastewater Treatment plant handled, treated and discharged 471,623,000 gallons of 
effluent to the Blackstone River during the past fiscal year. The Town sewer system is 
designed to handle discharges fro sinks and toilets only. Sump pumps which discharge into 
the sewer system are in violation of the Rules and Regulations of the Town of Millbury 
Sewer Department. Possible alternative methods of discharge can be advised by the Sewer 
Department employees. 
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Sewer Commissioners (Continued) 

In the upcoming months, the Millbury Sewer Department will be making inspections of 
properties connected to the sewer systems, checking for illegal connections. 

WATER SAVING IDEAS 

Take shorter showers, only do full wash loads, run dishwasher when full, water lawns and 
gardens at night, check for a leaking toilet tan with dye or food coloring, shut off water when 
brushing teeth. 

GOALS FOR THIS FISCAL YEAR 


1. Complete the construction off the connection to the Upper Blackstone Water Pollution 
Abatement District facility. 


2. Continue to strive for Federal and State funds for construction grants or low interest loans. 


3. Continue to develop and manage the overall Master Plan and to strive to come up with a 
plan to sewer the balance of the Town 


4. Continuing to meet our Federal and State discharge Permit until such time as the 
connection to the Upper Blackstone District plant is complete 


5. Obtain sewer easements and land takings required for future areas of sewer construction.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


The school year 2003-04 provided us with a variety of challenges and opportunities in 
our continuing effort to provide the children of Millbury with an exceptional education. 
First among the challenges has been dealing with the emerging performance requirements 
both at the state and federal level. At the same time, the resources to support the work 
have diminished locally and at the state level. These increased performance expectations 
have tested our resourcefulness in an effort to do more with less. This year the district 
adopted and implemented a strategic plan to focus on improving student achievement. 
Each of our school councils adopted a school improvement plan designed to implement 
the goals of the strategic plan. The school year ended with us able to identify significant 
accomplishments in all of our schools. 


Key pieces of this plan call for a greater emphasis on writing instruction and math 
problem solving. To support this focus on traditional academic areas we provided our 
teachers with many professional development opportunities to enhance their teaching 
skills. Also, we are increasing our efforts to use technology to improve instruction. This 
is particularly true using innovative assistive technology with our special education 
students. This technology shows great promise in advancing their learning. Also, we 
continue to look to assist students who need additional help in meeting new state and 
federal performance standards. We use both grant and local funds to support this effort 
both during and after school. Our goal is to have all our students become proficient in 
math and reading. Finally, we continue to reach into the community through internships 
and service projects to provide our students with the real and positive learning 
opportunities that are available there. 


At the Elmwood Street School this has resulted on a continued emphasis on quality early 
childhood programs including an integrated preschool and a full-day kindergarten. We 
have applied for, and continue to receive, state and federal grants that help fund these 
initiatives. Also, the faculty at Elmwood continues to present a balanced literacy 
program aimed at developing proficient readers by grade three. 


At the Raymond E. Shaw Elementary School there were many activities that advanced 
district and school goals. Teachers increased the use of their individual web pages as a 
way of communicating with parents and students, and the accelerated reading program 
was introduced to more classrooms. Students experienced a wide array of enrichment 
programs including the Bournedale Science Camp, the math marathon and the geography 
bee. A strong performing music program has expanded to include over one hundred and 
fifty instrumental and choral students. Also, Shaw has strengthened its home and 
community connection through evening forums, the volunteer program, and quarterly 
newsletters. 


At the Millbury Memorial Junior/Senior High School students continue to benefit from a 


wide range of academic and extra curricular programs. Our students involved in the 
Humanities Scholars’ Collaborative and the “We the People” program continue to 
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School Superintendent (Continued) 


represent us well. Our service learning program was funded by the Massachusetts 
Service Alliance for the fifth consecutive year. We have increased the number of 
students taking advanced placement courses, and our students continue to meet the 
competency determination required by the state. 


In addition, many of our athletic teams had exceptional years. In particular, our football 
team was undefeated Super Bowl Champions for Central and Western Massachusetts. At 
awards night our graduating seniors received over $72,000 in local scholarships, a 
testament to the support our students enjoy in their community. 


In closing, I wish to acknowledge the considerable contribution made to the children of 
Millbury by Mrs. Joanne Stowe, our Assistant Superintendent, who retired after twenty- 


three years of service in Millbury. She was an effective and energetic administrator, and, 
most importantly, an irrepressible advocate for the children who need our help the most.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF STUDENT AND 
INSTRUCTIONAL SERVICES 


GRANTS 


For the school year 2003-2004, the Millbury Public Schools was awarded $868,130 in 
grant funds. All of these grant opportunities met the requirements and intent of the 
authorizing state and federal legislation. Grant funds contributed significantly to our 
efforts to strengthen academic programs. 


The Millbury Public Schools submitted a No Child Left Behind (NCLB) consolidation 
planning grant to the Department of Education for the fiscal year 2004. The federal law 
mandates school districts raise student achievement to the state determined proficiency 
levels in Reading, English Language Arts and Mathematics. The Millbury NCLB 
Strategic Plan aligns the district goals with all aspects of the NCLB regulations. These 
NCLB funds support five strategic goals that expand upon our district’s own initiatives 
and instructional priorities. The Consolidated Plan of the Millbury Public Schools 
included scientifically based reading methodologies, proven criteria and national 
standards to guide our district to achieve the NCLB goals. 


The Consolidated Grant Process included the following grants and links instructional and 
accountability measures for all of the grant programs: 

e Title I Grant was in the amount of $265,191. This federally funded program 
supports the literacy and math learning of students in the community. As a result 
of increased monies, a Literacy and Math Facilitator was hired for grades K-4, to 
coordinate instruction within the Elmwood and Shaw Schools. Title I services 
were provided mainly through an inclusionary model that is centered on flexible 
grouping and cooperative strategies. Title I teachers provided services to 
approximately one hundred thirty students in grades kindergarten through four. 

e The Title II Part A grant for $63,114 was used to hire an additional teacher at the 
second grade level in order to reduce class size. Additional funds were used to 
support the district’s New Teacher Mentoring Plan. 

e Title II Part D grant in the amount of $9,783 promoted relevant research-based 
curricula that integrates technology effectively into the district’s curricula to 
improve student academic achievement. 

e Title IV grant of $10,812 supports the District’s continued efforts to establish 
drug free schools by continuing our Peer Mediation Program and was used to 
implement the Second Step Curriculum (making healthy behavioral choices) at 
the elementary level. 

e Title V Grant awarded for $11,215 supported education reform efforts that 
address improved student performance and are consistent with and support the 
Millbury Public Schools’ District Goals and the No Child Left Behind goals while 
integrating the Massachusetts Curriculum Frameworks into all curricular areas. 


The Millbury Public Schools received the following state grants: 

e Quality Full-Day Kindergarten Grant for $106,123 supported teacher and aide 
salaries to support the positions needed to staff seven full-day kindergarten 
programs. 

e Academic Support Grant for $8,300 supported identified high school students in 
need of MCAS assistance in the areas of Math and English Language Arts. 
Tutors have been used to work with identified students in need of remediation 
before they take the high-stakes MCAS exam in grade ten, or retake the exam in 
grade 11. 

e The Governor’s Alliance Against Drugs Grant for $15,000 which supported the 
continuation of DARE (Drug and Alcohol Resistance Training) services in grades 
6 both at the Assumption School and R.E. Shaw Elementary School. This 
program extended and enhanced the basic drug and alcohol program already in 
place as part of the school’s drug and alcohol programs. 


Another grant that the Millbury Public Schools was especially proud to receive was: 

e $14,000 through The Massachusetts Service Alliance, associated with the 
National Americorps Program. The primary purpose was to give high school 
students authentic leadership roles in the implementation of community service 
learning. Funds were used to support the youth council service learning program. 


SPECIAL EDUCATION 


During the 2003-2004 school year, 316 students received special education services. 
Developmental screening for three and four year olds is scheduled on a monthly basis in 
order to identify pre-kindergarten children in need of services. Beginning with pre- 
kindergarten, inclusion programs are available for integrating students with a wide range 
of special needs into the regular education classes. In September 2003, 138 kindergarten 
children were screened in the area of vision, hearing, speech, language, motor, and 
readiness skills. 


The provision of special education services to eligible children is mandated by both state 
and federal laws. A child in need of special education is a child between the ages of three 
through twenty-one up to his/her twenty-second birthday. Both the current Individuals 
with Disabilities Education Act (IDEA-97) and the Massachusetts Special Education 
Regulations (603 CMR 28.00), ensure a free and appropriate education to children with 
special needs. The Office of Student and Instructional Services has consistently refined 
and improved special education services through the combined efforts of parents, staff, 
administrators and the School Committee. During the 2003-2004 academic year the 
Millbury Public Schools’ Special Education Programs were reviewed by _ the 
Massachusetts Department of Education. The initial findings and report were very 
positive and lauded the community on the breadth of the program and support the 
community has provided for students with special education needs. 


Personnel involved in working with students based on their Individualized Educational 
Program (JEP) included the team chairpersons, pre-kindergarten staff, special education 
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teachers, adaptive physical education teachers, speech and language pathologists, 
occupational and physical therapists, teachers of the visually impaired, school 
psychologists, special instructional assistants and home/hospital tutors. 


The Special Education Parent Advisory Council is composed of parents and educators. 
The Council members assist the school staff in providing quality special education 
programs. The special education staff encourages all aspects of parental involvement and 
participation in the TEAM process. 


In addition to local funds the Special Education Program was supported with the 
following federal grants: 

e The federal special education allocation of $339,863 supported the Special 
Education Department. These funds have allowed for the continuation and 
expansion of programs to provide services for special needs students. 

e Early Childhood Special Education Grant for $23,787 supported the expansion of 
instructional and support staff within the integrated pre-kindergarten programs at 
the Elmwood Street School. 

e Special Education Program Improvement Grant for $14,942 was used to advance 
the skills of individuals involved with students with disabilities through 
professional development and training activities and by providing opportunities 
for instructional and curriculum development. Program activities included 
Disability Awareness, Evaluations/Assessments, Student/Age Considerations, 
General Curriculum/Goals and Objectives and Benchmarks. 


SCHOOL NURSES 


The Millbury Public Schools’ nurses facilitate the educational process by improving and 
strengthening the health status of the children and staff members. They provide quality 
health care, both acute and preventative, for all students and staff members. 


Nurses are also health teachers by virtue of their education and experience. First aid, 
personal hygiene, nutrition, growth and development, safety, CPR, and communicable 
diseases are some of the lessons that are taught, both in the classroom and in the clinic. 
Physical exam clinics, vision, hearing, and scoliosis screening are also part of the nurses’ 
responsibilities. With continued funding from the MA Department of Public Health, the 
nurses coordinated the fluoride program in Grades 1-6, servicing 900 students during the 
2003-2004 school year. Additionally, the nurses worked with community agencies such 
as the Lion’s Club, Parents’ Club, MA Association for the Blind, and the Millbury Board 
of Health to help promote the well being of the students. 


In summary, we express our sincere appreciation to the School Committee, parents, 
teaching staff and administration for their consistent involvement, cooperation and efforts 
in providing opportunities that will encourage every student to succeed.

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REPORT OF MILLBURY MEMORIAL 
JUNIOR/SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


The 2003-2004 school year began with 890 students enrolled in grades 7-12. This was 
also the first year that grades 7 and 8 (355 students) reunited at the renovated junior high 
school. 


Guided by the School Improvement Plan, the school adopted Write Traits, a writing 
program to be implemented by all departments and disciplines. The English department 
spearheaded the initiative by developing a plan which linked writing expectations with 
MCAS requirements. Curriculum options continued to include Advanced Placement, 
Honors, College, and Standard level courses. To continue to be competitive, maintain 
high standards and address additional enrollment—staff, supplies, and textbooks are 
predominant needs. 


The school also continues to offer a variety of co-curricular programs. The Humanities 
Scholars program, offered through the Blackstone Valley Collaborative, focused on 
topics such as “Eyes of America Abroad.” The Student Council provided a computer 
training program for the elderly of Millbury. The local Science Fair was a showcase for 
student projects. The Tech Prep program included a Job Shadow day with over 100 
students participating; they visited sites, which ranged from the State House in Boston to 
Intel to UMass Memorial. Work-based internships provided students an opportunity to 
engage in a learning environment outside of school. 


The school tradition of Learning through Service to others was strongly supported— 
students and staff participated in a variety of projects which included, “Keep Music 
Marching On,” “Celebrating Miullbury’s History,” “Lewis and Clark Day,” and 
“Intergenerational Art and Science Project.” Another highlight was the performance of 
the United States Air Force Band of Liberty performing a holiday concert in the 
gymnasium. Special guests for the event were the Veterans of Millbury. 


In athletics, the football team won the Super Bowl. The girls’ volleyball team made the 
district playoffs. Boys’ basketball qualified for the Clark Tournament. The Cross 
Country Team was undefeated. 


Graduation for 102 Seniors was held at Mechanics Hall in Worcester. Of the graduating 
students, 93% went on to higher education which included four and two year colleges. In 
addition, through articulation agreements with area colleges, 35 students had already 
eared college credits while in high school. The graduates also received over $72,000 in 
scholarships from Dollars for Scholars, a program that reflects the support for the high 
school from the Millbury community.

RAYMOND E. SHAW ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


The Raymond E. Shaw Elementary School community is committed to providing quality 
education opportunities to all 470 students in grades 4-6. Our academic programs are 
aligned with the State Frameworks, the “No Child Left Behind” regulations and the 
District’s goals. Our focus was in curriculum implementation, technology development, 
student support services and additional student learning activities. 


Professional Development opportunities are provided to support our commitment to 
maintain highly qualified teachers. Programs offered this year included Literacy, 
Writing, Math, Social Studies, Special Education, Mentor Training, New Teacher 
Institutes, MCAS Analysis and Behavior Support. Extensive Technology training 
assisted in creating teacher web sites, advanced applications and assisted technology in 
Special Education. 


Technology development involved the expanding use of Internet resources linked to our 
curriculum, Accelerated Reading Program and classroom teacher workstations. Research 
projects, graphing, drill and practice lessons are presented using variety of electronic 
resources. 


The Title I, extended day academic support in Literacy, Math and test preparation has 
assisted Grade 4 students. Accelerated enrichment projects, special education 
accommodations and modifications, anti-bullying programs, D.A.R.E, Fire and Bus 
Safety, Lion’s Club Vision and Hearing Van and guidance programs are additional 
positive support services. 


A variety of activities added to our positive school climate. Students are involved in 
Band, Chorus, Science Club, Worcester Art Museum Youth Art Display, Camp 
Bournedale/Discovery Day Science Camp and Christa McAuliffe Learning Center. They 
enjoyed participating in the Scholastic Book Fair, National Current Events League, MCU 
School Banking, Math Marathon, Random Act of Kindness and Student of the Month 
assemblies. 


Our community service projects have included donations to various local charities, 
citizenship, honoring local heroes, memories with senior citizens and Providence Nursing 
Home and Veterans. The Future Teachers, High School Peer Education and Student 
Athlete Mentoring programs bring together Shaw students with positive high school role 
models. 


The home-school communication is strengthened through our Conferences, Open House, 
Shaw web site, monthly academic and quarterly Health and Fitness newsletters. We 
expanded our parent volunteer program to include assistance in classrooms, school store, 
Destination Imagination, Great Leaps reading and fluency, library assistance, Drama and 
Chess Club.

REPORT OF THE ELMWOOD STREET SCHOOL 


The Elmwood Street School continued its mission of educating and nurturing young 
children during the 2003 -2004 school year. Six hundred and forty students in preschool 
through grade three experienced strong academic programs in a safe, supportive, and 
stimulating environment. 


Aligned to the Massachusetts Curriculum Frameworks and mindful of the challenges of 
the No Child Left Behind Act of 2001, Elmwood Street School’s curriculum focused on 
helping all students reach high academic standards while meeting their individual needs. 
Using a wide repertoire of strategies and current, best teaching practices, our highly 
qualified staff provided a core curriculum that included a balanced literacy program, 
mathematics, social studies, and science. These programs were enhanced and supported 
with instruction in music, art, physical education, library, and integrated technology. 
Special education services, including a full array of therapies, and our Title I program 
offered additional support for learners. 


Professional development opportunities, provided throughout the year, were regularly 
attended by our teaching staff as they looked to expand their skills and content 
knowledge. In order to better meet the needs of their students, teachers continued to 
improve their expertise in the areas of literacy assessments, the Write Traits writing 
program, social studies, math, technology, and addressing challenging behavior. 
Additionally, an induction program including a new teacher institute and mentor program 
provided support for those new to the teaching profession. 


The participation of Elmwood Street School in service learning grants continued to 
grow. Eight staff members collaborated and designed projects that integrated community 
service, academic studies and the promotion of citizenship and civic responsibility for 
many of our young students. 


During this year, technology was brought to the forefront as a tool to enhance learning 
and professional efficiency. Weekly staff memos were delivered via e-mail, an Elmwood 
Street School web-site and individual teacher web-sites were created, and grade level, 
technology- based curriculum projects were implemented. All students in grades 
kindergarten through three continued to have weekly computer classes. Expertise with 
assistive technology continued to grow among special education staff including speech 
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therapists and preschool teachers. The Elmwood Street School’s library became 
automated using the Winnebago System. With the consistent use of TestWiz software, the 
administration and staff were able to collect and analyze data to determine how 
effectively students were learning. 


The Elmwood Street School is proud to have parents who are actively involved with their 
children’s education and wide community support. The Millbury Parents’ Club has 
continued to sponsor a wide range of enrichment programs and field trips that extend and 
enrich our students’ learning. The Volunteer Connection provided coordination of the 
many volunteers who assist our students and teachers daily. Partnerships with other 
community agencies and businesses also helped our school to flourish. Special thanks to 
the Millbury Police Department, Millbury Fire Department, the Lions Club, the Millbury 
Credit Union, the Millbury Savings Bank, and the Millbury Senior Center for the special 
experiences they sponsor and share with our students. The Elmwood Street School 
Council was instrumental in formulating the school improvement plan which has targeted 
goals for improving student achievement. 


In conjunction with involved parents, strong community support, a supportive 
administration and school committee, the dedicated teaching staff of the Elmwood Street 
School will continue to strive for excellence in the learning experiences provided so that 
every student has ample opportunity to succeed.

The fiscal year covering July 1, 2003 — June 30, 2004 was anything but a typical year at 
Blackstone Valley Tech. 


During FY04, your vocational technical system received three prestigious national awards, 
served as a host for recognition as a 2003 Commonwealth Compass School, had 100 percent 
of our graduating class earn competency determination on the MCAS tests, were visited by 
one of the top education officials in the country, underwent two extensive and comprehensive 
reviews by state teams, and were invited to make presentations at the National Principals 
Leadership Institute and national High Schools That Work Annual Staff Development 
Conference. This was in addition to the normal day-to-day operation of your vocational 
technical system, which had few interruptions while construction crews worked in and 
around the campus on our ambitious yet cost effective $36 million expansion and renovation 
project. 


We have garnered praise and recognition for the impressive achievements of our students, 
who have embraced the innovative initiatives and practices put in place by dedicated and 
hard-working teachers, staff, and administrative ttam members. At Valley Tech, we are 
committed to meeting the needs of each student to ensure success in an ever-changing global 
workforce environment. 


Every taxpayer in our thirteen district member towns should feel a sense of pride that their 
investment is providing a substantial and measured return. We continue to explore 
alternative sources of revenue, once again eclipsing the $1 million mark in grants, awards, 
and rebates. Soon after the fiscal year ended we received notice that we have been assured 
an installment of $500,000 as part of a $650,000 Green Schools Program grant from the 
Massachusetts Technology Collaborative. 


While our accomplishments are satisfying, we strive for higher goals, and recognize fully the 
need to keep our public well informed.

FY 2004 ANNUAL REPORT 


A WHOLE NEW LOOK: When the 2003-04 school year began, the outside view of 
Valley Tech had a much different appearance. During the next nine months, sections of the 
inside and outside of the existing campus changed dramatically. Modifications took place 
without any significant loss of instructional time due to construction. 


The expansion and renovation project, approved timely by all of our district member towns, 
remains on target. It not only includes the addition of more than 80,000 square feet, but 
major renovations to the existing forty-year-old facility. Once completed in the fall of 2005, 
this major endeavor will allow us to add vocational technical programs, gradually increase 
our student body, and continue to provide a high-quality educational experience for our 
students. 


YOUR SYSTEM IN THE NATIONAL SPOTLIGHT: Valley Tech captured a “Triple 
Crown” of national awards during FY04. The National School Change Award is given to 
systems that during the previous ten years demonstrate significant change and progress in 
overall structure, programs, initiatives, and student achievement. The award was presented 
by Fordham University, the American Association of School Administrators, and Pearson 
Education. Valley Tech earlier was recognized by the AASA with the Leadership for 
Learning Award and the President’s Technology Award. Valley Tech was the only high 
school among the six 2004 National School Change Award winners. Valley Tech was one of 
only three schools in the United States to receive a Leadership for Learning Award and was 
one of eighteen schools to receive the President’s Technology Award. According to AASA 
officials, Valley Tech was first school system to receive both national AASA awards in the 
same year. 


In May, Valley Tech was honored to host one of the top officials in the U.S. Department of 
Education, Mr. Hans Meeder. He is the Deputy Assistant Secretary in the Office of 
Vocational and Adult Education. He commented that: “Once in a while, you find an island 
of excellence like Valley Tech.” 


In addition to the awards and serving as host for educational leaders from throughout the 
state as part of its distinction as a 2003 Commonwealth Compass School, the system 
underwent reviews by the Massachusetts Department of Education Coordinated Program 
Review committee, the Massachusetts Office of Educational Quality and Accountability, and 
the New England Association of Schools & Colleges Commission on Technical and Career 
Institutions. 


OUR STUDENTS CONTINUE TO SHINE: The Valley Tech Class of 2004 became the 
first from any vocational technical high school in the Commonwealth to have 100 percent of 
its members achieve a passing grade on the state-mandated, high-stakes Massachusetts 
Comprehensive Assessment System tests. Valley Tech had the highest passing percentage of 
any of the 26 vocational technical high schools in the state on the MCAS tests, a graduation 
requirement. 


Once again Valley Tech students brought home plenty of hardware from the SkillsUSA 
district and state conferences, and three students qualified for the national conference in 
Kansas City. Valley Tech students earned nineteen medals, including six gold medals, at the 
districts. At the state level, Valley Tech won seven medals, including three golds. 


A LOOK AT THE NUMBERS: The FY04 total operating budget for the district was 
$12,696,530. The Net School Spending requirement for the district was $8,405,562. This 
sum was funded through Chapter 70 Aid of $4,599,841 and Minimum Contribution 
requirements from the thirteen member towns totaling $3,805,721. 


In the operation portion of the budget, but outside DOE net school spending areas, the district 
budgeted $608,351 for transportation costs, $52,000 for acquisition of fixed assets, and 
$383,436 for retiree medical coverage. This was offset by $285,671 in regional student 
transportation funds received from the state. In addition to their state-required Minimum 
Contributions, the member towns supported the school’s operating budget with shared 
assessments for operations, student transportation, asset acquisition, and retiree medical. 
Ever mindful of overall municipal fiscal constraints and the state’s economic status, the 
district undertook efforts to identify one time revenue sources in order to provide a credit of 
$626,500 to offset the towns’ additional assessments. 


The FY04 debt obligation for the expansion-renovation project was satisfied through separate 
assessments allocated among the member towns. Twelve of the thirteen towns are 
participating in the level-funded scenario designed to assist with long-range budget planning. 
We are encouraged by recent School Building Assistance legislation that will positively 
impact our communities. We continue to seek non-taxpayer funds by aggressively pursuing 
grant opportunities, donations, and alternative sources of income. We once again exceeded 
the $1 million mark. 


IN MEMORIAM: For four decades, Mr. Matthew Krajewski dedicated his services to the 
taxpayers of Blackstone and the vocational technical students of the Blackstone Valley as a 
member of the regional school committee until his death in September 2003. A machinist by 
trade, Mr. Krajewski had a special ability to blend his knowledge of manufacturing and the 
transition from the old mills to newer technologies with his practical business perspective. 
Even at age 84, he sought and won an unprecedented 31“ term on the school committee.
